•hemselves into a round bail, by placing 
the head on the breast, drawing up tlio 
iegs, and curling the body firmly round 
the members. Bv this posture the hedge- 
hogs render themselves invulnerable to 
almost any animal that may attack them, 
. " When in thiscurionsattitude. 
the hedgehog cannot be unrolled by 
main forte, as long as any life remains 
"n the body, for there is an enormously 
developed muscle, with a very thick 
margin, which spreads over the back 
and round tin sides, and which, when 
contracted, holds the creature in so firm 
an embrace that it will be torn in pieces 
rather than yield its point." 

The spines of this animal are about an 
inch long, and naturally lie flat on the 
back, directed toward the tail. But by 
a peculiar arrangement they are erected 
when the owner coils himself. In shape 
the spine " is not unlike, a large pin. 
being sharply pointed at one extremity, 
and furnished at the other with a round, 
bead-like head, and rather abruptly bent 
near the head. If the skin lie removed 
from the hedgehog, the quills are seen 
to be pinned, as it were, through the 
skin, being retained by their round heads, 
which are acted upon by the peculiar 
muscle which has already be.m men- 
tioned 

" Protected by this defense, the hedge- 
hog is enabled to throw itself from con- 
siderable heights, to curl itself into a 
ball as it descends, and to reach the 
ground without suffering any harm from 
its fall. A hedgehog has l>een seen re- 
peatedly to throw itself from a wall 
some tv/dve or fourteen feet in height, 
and to fall upon the hard ground without 
appearing to be even inconvenienced by 
its tumble. On reaching the m-otind. it 
wotdd unroll itself and trot off with per- 
fect unconcern."

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Ihe Arrears of Rent Bill. 

The Arrears bill is founded on the 
assumption that a considerable propor- 
tion of the Irish tenantry are insolvent, 
and their incapacity to meet their obliga- 
tions extends to other creditors besTde 
the landlord. The Land act of last vear 
by creating the salable interest or tenant- 
right, gave all the tenant's creditors a 
security previously unrecognized by law 
except in Ulster. This, it was ar»ued 
at the time, would give the landlord a 
substantial guarantee for his rent. With 
respect to the arrears or anv part of 
them, this supposed security has been 
taken away, so far as the "landlord is 
concerned, by the exclusion of tenant- 
right from consideration as an asset 
where tho inclusion of it would lead 
to the sale of the tenancy and the 
dispossession of the tenant. " But other 
creditors besides the landlord can sell 
the tenant-right as easily as stock or 
household goods, and dispossess the 
tenant by the simplest and swiftest 
process. The value of the tenant-right 
as a security for the other creditor* is 
obviously increased by the suspension of

All barnyards and 
stables are being thoroughly cleansed, 
and farmers are quickly quarantining 
all their cattle. The disease is contagi- 
ous and said to be worse than the rinder- 
pest or pleuro-pnemonia. — Philadelphia 
Press.

Directly opposite these, 
beginning at Fort Lyon and reaching 
down the river a distance of twenty-two 
miles, and extending back far enough to 
include an expanse of 80. 000 acres, is 
another pasture under fence, the titles 
for which are in the same name. Here, 
then, are fully forty -two miles water front 
and 100,000 acres of pasture under fence, 
all owned by one man. The fencing on 
these ranches will sum up over 100 
miles. Northward to and even beyond 
the Kansas and Pacific, and southward 
to Cimarron and beyond, into the Pan 
Handle of Texas, graze his caftle. more 
than 12.000 in number. Daniel Murphy 
has returned to San Francisco from his 
600,000 acre cattle ranch, in the vicinity 
of Hallack Station, Nev.. Frederick 
Harvey and others, owning the X. Y. 
brand of cattle, ase negotiating for the 
purchase of 120.00* acres of land be- 
longing to the railroad company. The 
lands are situated west of Hartland Sta- 
tion, Kan., am the south side of the Ar- 
kansas River. We are informed that W. 
B. Todhunter has sent to market this 
season over 6.000 head of beeves. He 
is said to be the largest stock raiser in 
t he country. There are others who send 
more cattle to the market, but they buy 
them instead of raising them. He has 
over 20,000 head of stock cattle on 100,

The present seem* to be a favorable 
seas on in which.to offer a useful sugges- 
tion in reference to the treatment of gra*s 
lands. It is true that farmers have quite 
enough to attend to in properly curing 
and stori'ig the crop already grown, 
without spending time in preparing for 
any future crop. Practical suggestions 
in reference to the treatment of meadows 
will carry force to the tpind of the farmer 
if the evils to be remedied are present. 
A farmer in doing his haying cannot 
help seeing the crop of foul weeds that 
should not be allowed in his 'meadow. 
If there is a new meadow not properly 
seeded, which could have been remedied 
ere loss resulted, then it is proper that 
such an inferior meadow should receive 
some thought from the farmer during 
having. During haying i*the best time 
in "which toconsidcrmethodsof improve- 
ment. Defects and weak spots in his 
system of farmiug are quite a* much ap- 
parent at this season as at any time dur- 
ing the year. 

It may be well to give some thought to 
the question of the quantity of manure 
it is profitable to apply as a top-dre«*ing 
to meadow land. We are altogether too 
chary of time and expense in the care of 
our meadow*. I know of meadows that 
have never received an application of 
any kind of manure during the last ten 
years. All meat lows treated in this way 
an very susceptible to the evil effects of 
what is called "a bad season." The 
usual manner of top-dressing meadows 
is little better than the practice of not 
t ip-drcssing at all. In many ca*«* the 
qnatffifV of fertilizers applied is- not half 
cnou-'hto aecTunpli-h tne object desired. 
Tic applicartoni's al*o made but once in 
three or four years. Often barnyard- 
manure i* not in p»»»!>er sh»pe to use. I 
have travelled over meadow soften dur- 
ing haying, where the horse-rake gath- 
eittd up great qtiautilies of half-rotten 
straw aud sun-dried chips of manure 
which w.-re hauled to the barn with the 
bay. All this can be avoided. It may 
seem 10 be a useless and unreasonable 
task to work t over the manure heap at 
least twice before it is hauled to the fudd 
to be used. - I-hnow thai few farmers 
|»ei-f©rm this extra htbov. their reasons 
for not doing if being lack of time, and 
they do not see wherein it would pay. 

The one great and immediate reUirn 
to be expected from top-dres.sing**vith 
well fined manure, is that the growing 
crop will as-:tnilate all the manure the 
firM season aftertht»app1i<»tien. I know 
.several fanners w ho annually resolve not 
to fall-feed their meadows. As pastures 
commence ta>,f>ul u|>aitumn .Jhis good 
resoluti<>n.is broken,. I am unable to see 
wherein it can injure a meadow to past- 
HrCfi* in the fall if it is in good condi- 
tion- But if the meadow is in poor con- 
dition, then by no means pasture it in 
the fall. — Oar. Country Gentleman. 



Light and Near-Sightedness. 

Professor Pickering, of Harvard Ol)- 
aervatory, point* out in Nature that the 
color of gas-light has nothing to do with 
its painful effect upon the eyes of stu- 
dents and others. To test this qnestion 
he had a tin lamp shade constructed, 
consisting of a tube six inches in diam- 
eter by eight in length. One end was 
closed by a reflector, and the other by a 
piece of very light blue gloss. Two 
holes were made in the sides through 
which passed the glass cbimuey of an 
argand gas burner. By experimenting 
with a shadow photometer, a position 
was found where tho light received on a 
book was of the same intensity and very 
similar color to that from a window in 
the day time at a distance of about six 
feet. A few minutes reading, however, 
was sufficient to convince him that the 
new light was far more trying to tho eyes 
than an ordinary gas flame would be, the 
ill effect l>eing due to the intense heat 
thrown down by the reflector. And this 
he thinks is the source of the whole 
' trouble in tne ordinary gnu burner. Tho 
heat radiated by the flame, the heated 
I chimney and shade, and reflected from 
, the printed page and all other white 
j paper lying on the table, dries the eye*, 
i the lids, the forehead, oqd temples. 
Temporary relief may be found by bath 
ing tlie face and eyes iu water, but it iii 
only temporary. The Lot, dry air froti 
the lamp is also harmful, and" no d ml t 
contributes its share of injury to the 
vision. These evils may both in part lu- 
remedied by placing a pane of glass no 
as to iuterccpt the rays about the lamp 
before they strike* on the book or the 
face. But it must be placed at such a 
distance from the lamp as not itself to 
become heated. 

The hotter the flame the whiter it is 
and the more light is thrown off iu pro- 
portion to the beat. Hem e, oculists are 
r.'c. •mmemlinp such lights as the stu- 
dents and M<xlerator lamps, which burn 
with a small, hot, nud very brillant 
lUme, as compared with that furnished- 
by the arprand and fish-tail baane*M 
Statistics, said Professor 1'ickerinp, show 
how alarmingly prevalent near-sighted- 
ness has become of late among students, 
Heuce, anything which will tend in tho 
future to prevent this widespread defeat 
will be a boon to mankind. He had 
great hopes of the electric light in this 
respect. In it there was the inaximTfm 
of light with minimum of heat. The 
ever-varying intensity was an objection, 
but he thought we might look forward to 
tl..- success of the light from the mean 
desceut carbou strip, in the near future, as 
a remedy for "the most widespread evil 
that iifliicts the human vision." — PLUa- 
ilclj'/tiu BeeoiyL 

A Dolerul Picture. 

An English journal tells it that " th* 
record of casualties in the conveyance 
of live stock by sea, taken from the re- 
turns furnished to tlio Privy Council by 
Inspectors at the ports where American 
and Canadian cattle are landed, presents 
a doleful picture of the sufferings of 
these unfortunate dumb passengers. . It 
appears that in the last year alone 8,721 
animals were thrown overboard and 498 
were lauded dead, while 472 arrived so 
much injured and exhausted that they 
were killed at the place of lauding, 
i This makes a total of 9,221 animals 
which in the space of twelve months, 
wore either lost or seriously injured in 
the passage across the Atlantic/" ' 

— There have been innumerable im- 
provements in steam railroading ; but 
an experienced engineer, who says that 
men of his class have not been relieved 
of any of the load upon them, tells a 
New x"ork reporter that " the time is 
not far off when every locomotive drawing 
a passenger train on every busy railroad 
will have a pilot.

Clicrlionnr Fortifications. 

Cherbourg is a city of 40.000 inhabit- 
ant!!, tiiuatcil on the noitluirn oxU'ciuity 
of the pern in Mi 1 a 'if the Cotcutin. It is 
the principal naval port and dockyard of 
France. The docks have been excavated 
in the rock. Fiance has left nothing 
undone to secure at this point, project- 
ing into the channel, a naval arsenal 
ami port. The fortilications ate on a 
stupendous scale. Twenty-four forts 
:tnd redoubLs surround the town, in ad- 
dition to six batteries on the mole. The 
diickvard was designed by Van ban, and 
it was commenced by Louis XVL Na- 
poleon I. contributed something toward 
lU completion. Louis rhillippe did 
more, and Napoleon III-. nearly com- 
pleted the work. France has been com- 
pelled, at a prodigious expense, to exoa- 
TaU out of the rocks, docks and tidal 
basins- These comprise an area of forty- 
ei»ht acres of deep water, accessible by 
tire largest war vessels at all time* of the 
tide. The roads of Cherbourg are pro- 
tected on three sides by land, but are 
exposed to the north. It has been a 
favorite project of every French Govern- 
ment since that of Louis XVI. to remedy 
this by throwing a breakwater across the 
mouth of the Bay. The Bourbons, the 
Republic, the Empire and the others 
successively aimed at a scheme which 
would secure to France a strong harbor 
on this part of her coast. Now the 
breakwater, "La Digue," is finished. 
It extends over two miles across the bay. 
leavino- an opening at each end of about 
one mile for the entrance and exit for 
vessels. The base of the Digue is 810 
feet in width. At either end is a light- 
house as well as forts, which command 
the entrances; in the middle is the fort 
central. Guns may be mounted all along 
the Digue- The aggregate expense of 
the works at Cherbourg Is more than 
foO.OOO.OUO.-for. Pittsburgh, Dispatch.
